Physicians at the 
City Hospital fear that their prompt ef- 
forts to eradicate the poison from her sys- 
tem may only serve to defer ite fatal ef- 
fect. 

A family quarrel caused Mrs. Witt's at- 
tempt on her life, according to her state- 
ment at the hospital. 


She will only say that she quarreled with 
her husband and after that felt that life

According to Mrs. Witt’s story they had 
a bitter quarrel Thursday night.

At 10 o'clock Witt went home to lunch, 
There was a second quarrel. After Witt 
returned to the factory Mrs. Witt went to

Half an hour later a neighbor, accus- 
tomed to see Mrs. Witt bustling about the 
kitchen, grew suspicious of the stillness 
about the house. She entered and found

Ben Lederle of Belleville Had 
a Thrilling Experience. 


WAS TAKING A SHORT CUT. 


TWO FORMS AROSE FROM AN 
ABANDONED TOMB AND CON- 
FRONTED HIM. 


ROBBED AND ROUGHLY USED. 


The Highwaymen Took All His Money 
and a Lot of Papers and 
Escaped in the Dark- 
ness, 


Ben Lederle of Belleville will mever again 
go through a graveyard at 9 o’clock at night 
by the light of the moon. 

He did so Thursday pight and was held 
up by two highwaymen, had his clothes 
nearly torn from him, was half scared to 
death and was robbed of his money. 

Lederle is employed at the dairy of Henry 
Janssen near the northeastern city limits. 
He came into Belleville Thursday night, 
stopped at a couple of saloons and got 
shaved. 

From the barber shop he went out East 
B street to the old Harrison Cemetery. The 
night was not dark and he took a short 
cut across the city of the dead. 

The cemetery has been abandoned. Only 
a few graves remain. On all sides are 
broken headstones and yawning holes from 
which bodies have been removed. 

Lederle was walking briskly along, whist- 
ling courageously, when two dark forms 
rose out of the ground. One of them 


clutched him at the throat and commanded 
him to keep quiet on pain of losing his 
life. The other repeated the command and 
Shoved a revolver into Lederile's face. 
While the man with the weapon kept it 
turnec on Lederle, the other roughly 
searched him. He took $7.30 from one of 
his pockets and a lot of papers from an- 
other. With a few more jerks and punches 
and a parting warning to make no outcry, 
the men ran toward the L. & N. Railroad. 
Mindful of their threats, Lederle gtood 


still until they were out of sight. Then 


he ran in the other direction. He hurried 
to the saloon of Alderman Fredericks and 
told the story of the hold-up. Mr. Fred- 
ericks advised him to report at the police 
station. He did so and Capt. Yaekel sent 
Policeman Frick out on the case. 

In the cemete he found Lederle’s hat 
and tobacco pouch, but no clew to the rob- 


rs. 

Both of the men wore blue handkerchiefs 
as masks. They were dressed like working- 
men aod wore low-crowned felt hats. 
Lederle had shown his money in a saloon 
on West Main etreet, and two men went out 
shortly after he left, but the police affect 
to believe that the hold- -Up was the work 
of tramps.

STICKS, STONES, KNIVES AND A 
FEW PISTOLS WERE THE 
WEAPONS USED. 


PEABODY SCHOOL CHILDREN. 


A Campaign Which Has Assumed 
Alarming Proportions and Called 
for Intervention by the 
Police. 


Within a block of the Lafayette Park 
Police Station boys from the Peabody 
school and that vicinity are conducting a 
war of extermination of themselves which 
has become so threatening that parents 
have asked the police to wake up and in- 
terfere., 

The boys range in years from 10 to 16, 
and are armed with sticks, stones and an 
occasional revolver. They have pitched 
battles every afternoon and the wonder is 
that somebody has not been killed or se- 


riously hurt. 

This conflict reached its highest point 
Thursday afternoon, when the trouble al- 
most assumed the proportions of a riot, 
passing the boundaries of humor and call- 
ing for something more than diplomatic 
intervention or proffers of indemnity. 

One of the armies is composed of boys 
whose parents live in the vicinity of Vail 
and Kennett place, Park and Mississ?pp! 
avenues and Highteenth street. The other 
consists of boys from Prestom place, Schild 
and Geyer avenues. Altogether they con- 
stitute a body of more than 100 strong, ac- 
tive, healthy urchins. 

Thusday afternoon the northern half of 
the army camped in the middle of Lafay- 
ette avenue, facing Preston place. From 
there they shoute challenges and insults 
at the Preston place and Schild avenue 
army. The latter had a scout on horseback, 
an i. year-old youngster, who, bestriding a 
prancing bay, rode like a Texas cowboy 
and quickly gathered i little soldiers of 
the Southern army. With conspicuous dar- 
ing he rode within fifty — of the enemy, 
sat like a statue on his charger, made a 
careful] survey of the situation and went 
rapidly back to the line. 

en minutes later the Preston place troops 
were in motion, and oving north, ad- 
vanced towards Lafayefte avenue. "Both 
sides reserved their ammunition until with- 
in twenty paces, when one boy who had a 
22.caliber pistol] fired it point blank into the 
crowd. This was the signal for the begin- 
ning of general hostilities, and for over half 
an hour the battle raged, with clubs, stones, 
knives and fists as weapons. 

But the Park avenue crowd was too nu- 
merous and too strong for the Preston 
place defenders, and the latter finally re- 
treated at full speed south on “Preston, 
dodging behind coal sheds, hiding in ash 
boxes and jumping through basement win- 
dows. The victorious army cheered like 
mad. and that section of the city was near- 
ly frantic with the excitement of it. 

But, with thé police station less than a 
block distant, not an officer appeared to as- 
certain the cause of the commotion. 

This was not the first battle, either. The 
boys have been following each other all 
week with clubs and macadam. The war 
began Monday, the boys say, when a Pres- 
ton place youngster threw an apple core at 
a Vail place lad. The latter resented it, a 
rough and tumble fight ensued, others took 
a hand and hostilities were on before for- 
mal declarations could be declared by Con-

THE JURY ACQUITTED HIM OF 
MURDER IN KILLING JOHN 
R. RICHARDS. 


ON SELF-DEFENSE THEORY. 


Found Not Guilty After Six Rallots by 
tne Jury, Following a Hara- 
Fought Legal Battle. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CARLINVILLE, UL, March 4.—The jury 
in the case of Capt. F. Y. Hedley, editor 
of the Bunker Hill Gazette, charged with 
the killing of Mayor John R. Richards 
June 12 of last year on the streets of Bun- 
ker Hill, brought in a verdict after six 
ballots of not guilty. 

The case was ably and forcibly prose- 
cuted by State’s Attorney Vaughn, who was 
assisted by Bell & Burton of this city, for 
eight days, and the manner in which the 
defense handled the case made it a battle 


royal that has never been equaled in Ma- 
coupin County. Gen, John I. Rinaker, Sen- 
ator C. A. Walker, Thomas Rinaker and 
Capt. E. W. Hayes of Bunker Hill repre- 
sented Capt. Hedley. The prominence of 
the slayer and the slain has attracted at- 
tention in many States since the time of 
the shooting and this interest has not abat- 
ed during the trial which ended at 9 o’clock 
this.morning, when Capt. Hedley was de- 
clared by the jury and court to have acted 
in self-defense in the killing of Mayor 
Richards. 

The arguments in the case were con- 
cluded last night and the jury retired at 
10 o'clock. At 2:30 this morning they 
reached an agreement. Six ballots were 
taken, the first standing seven to five for 
acquittal. Early this morning the news was 
on the streets that the jury had reached 
a verdict and when, at 9 o’clock, Judge 
Shirley convened court the courtroom was 
filled. Judge Shirley requested that there 
be no demonstration from the spectators. 

After the verdict, “We, the jury, find the 
defendant not gui ‘ity, "* Capt. Hedley was 
discharged and the rush ‘of his friends here 
in Carlinville, where he spent his boyhood 
days, to shake his hand and extend con- 
gratulations over the verdict was some- 
thing greater than had ever been before 
extended to any man after the rendition of 
a verdict in this county. 


The Captain shook hands with the jury / 


and thanked them for their finding. Capt. 
Hedley declined to be interviewed, but in 
conversation with personal friends he ex- 
pressed himself as gratified with the re- 
sult, for which he had looked from the first 
in consciousness of his own innocence. He 
was particularly teful to his many 
friends in Carlinville who rallied around 
himn, and especially so to the attorneys who 
defended him with their personal interest. 

Another great interest in this trial was 
taken on account of the refusal of the Fi- 
delity and Casualty Accident Insurance Co. 
of New York to pay the $10,000 policy on 
Richards’ life, claiming that his killing was 
not due to accident, but was courted by 
him. A gsuit by the ‘creditors of Richards, 
whose estate was insolvent; has been en- 
tered in the Circuit Court, and the com- 
pany took a continuance, awaiting the re- 
sult of the verdict that was renedered this 
morning.

AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 


A Corporation Must Cite Specific Cases 
to Recover Damages. 


DES MOINES, Io., March 4.—An impor- 
tant ruling was made yesterday in the $100,- 
000 Itbel suit of the American Book Co, 
against President George A, Gates of Iowa 
College, Grinnell. The suit wag to recover 
exemplary damages for a pamphlet in which 
President Gates attacked the book com- 
pany on the ground that It was a trust, and 
that it bribed and corrupted school boards 
and officers and legislators. The defend- 
ant moved, before Judge Shiras, to strike 
out the petition and require that specific 
damage be alleged, on the ground that ex- 
emplary damages cannot be collected by a 
corporation for libel. This was sustained 
by Shiras. 

Then the company filed an amended peti- 
tion allowing specific damages. It set u 
the entire pamphlet and filed a new peti- 
tion of fifteen counts. The first fourteen 
counts set forth gpecific quotations from 
the publ‘cation, charging bribery in specific 


“cases, alleging that the company is a trust, 


and citing particular acts of agents of the 
defendant in suppart of these charges. The 
fifteenth paren set forth the charge, 
made in t ° pee that where the com- 
pany secured a monopoly of the book busi- 
ness it foisted off one-etyie. back-number 
books that were the laughing-stock of ad- 
vanced educators, 

Yesterday Judge Woolson, ruling on this 
new petition, struck out the first fourteen 
paragraphs, but allowed the fifteenth to 
stand, holding that it made grounds for 
action, and that if, under it, the company 
could show that it was untrue and mali- 
cious, and had in specified cases injured 
the business of the company, there couid 
be recovery of actual] damages, but not of 
exemplary. It amounts to throwing the 
case out of court. The company will stand 
on its amended petition, and take an ap- 
peal from the ruling to the Circuit Court of 


Appeals. 
A KILN CAVED IN. 


A Number of Men Were Caught and 
Two Fatally Injured. 


TEXARKANA, Ark., March 4.—A large 
steam dry kiln at the Central Coal and Coke 
sawmill at Texarkana collapsed at 4 
o'clock yesterday afternoon seriously 


wounding a number of workmen, two of 
whom will die. The kiln was x90 feet and 
cost $8000. In it were 39 cars containing an 
average of 3000 feet of lumber. The east 
wall fell and crushed the kiln and contents 
westward, making a complete wreck. After 
the crash other workmen were soon at the 
place and soon liberated 10 of the work- 
men, who were caught by the crash.

Joe Donovan Says He Never Learned 
to Fight, but Was Born That Way. 


The queerest of the Australians, in my 
opinion, never learned to fight, but was 
born that way, says Joe Donovan. He 
seems to have been, as they say, “marked.” 
There is every reason to believe that he 
was a prodigy in his line, the same as ‘Blind. 
Tom’’ was a musician, and the same as 

others have been born ‘experienced, appar- 
ently, in other lines, particularly in math- 
ema tics. 

No one appears to know for a certainty 
anything about Griffo’s parentage or when 
he was born. It is generally said his right 
name is Albert Griffiths, but this is prob- 
ably no nearer his proper name than Griffo 
is. 

For a long time Griffo was a protege of 
Larry Foley, the famous old-time Aus- 
tralian boxer, and I have been told by box- 
ers from Kangarooland that the general 
ring appearance of Foley and Gr.ffo was 
identical 

Griffo hed the same aspect and tactics, 
but became much more proficient than the 
old one had ever been, famous as he un- 
doubtedly was. It was from this that the 
old Australian story came that Griffo's 
proper name is Foley. 

In all his career in this country, in 
which he has gone against the best men 
to be had in or near his class—many of 
them trained to the hour, while the Aus- 
tralian was scarcely prepared at all—no 
man ever pinned Griffo solidly with a blow 
or had him groggy, in the proper sense. 

He has more than once been s0 @ver- 
matched with strength and prime condition 
that he has almost fallen in the exertions 
of blucking and tying up a rain of blows, 
but none of those blows was ever allowed 
to land hard enough to savor of a knock- 
out. 

So far as I could ever make out, the Aus- 
tralian avoided the sting by letting his head 
go with the blow, no matter where it came 
from or how fast, Andif a man could mas- 
ter that tr.tk, as it seems in the case of 
Griffo, it would be impossible to hurt him 
much, barring two blows coming from op- 
posite directions simultaneously.

Suicide of Chris Bierlein in a 
Police Station.

WAS AN EAST ST. LOUIS BAKER. 


SUSPENDED HIMSELF BY THE 
NECK FROM THE CELL DOOR 
WITH A HANDKERCHIEF. 


TURNKEY FOUND HIM A CORPSE. 


Came Into the Station, Complained of 
Having Been Held Up, and Was 
Locked Up to Recover 
From a Drunk. 


Chris Bierlein, a German baker from East 
St. Louls, locked in the Fifth District Sta- 
tion Thursday night to sober up, was 
found dead Friday morning in his cell. He 
had strangled himself by tying his hand- 
kerchief around his neck and euspending 
his body from a bar of the cell door. 

Bierlem had come over to the city during 
the evening on. business and meeting some 
friends drank too much. In this condition 
fie wandered off to North Market street, in- 
tending evidently to return home by the 


ferry. 

Nobody seems to know where he was for 
eeveral hours, but at 12:30 o'clock he stum- 
bled into the station house at Tenth and 
Worth Market streets, under the influence 
of lMgquor, and told the police he had been 
held and robbed of $1 on Chambers 
street, between 10 and 11 o'clock, by a man 
whose name he had ascertained to be James 
Gallagher. | 

The police put little credenge in the story 
at first, but an officer was gent out to in- 
vestigate. The man named James Galla- 

her was easily found and being brought to 

he station was locked up for further in- 
quiry. Bierlein was also given a cell in 
order that he might sleep off his potation

by morning. 
rurnkey Griffin says that Ble 

several hours, but awakened at 6 o’cloc 

.and for half an hour paced up and down 
his cell in a nervous condition from the 

effects of the night’s drinking. 

Everything was suspiciously quiet when 
the turnkey made another round at 6 
o'clock. The officer looked through the 
bars to see what had become of Blerlein. 
The prisoner was down on his hands and 
knees, in an attitude of searching for some- 
thing on the floor. 4 

Griffin called to him, and receiving ne 
answer, unlocked the door. Then he dis- 
covered that a colored handkerchief con- 
nected one of the bars with Blerlein’s 
neck, and that the man had strangled him- 
elf to death. 

The turnkey reported to the desk ser- 

eant, who found Bierlein was dead. The 

dy was removed to the Morgue. 

Bierlein was 658 years old, married and 
lived at 562 Collinsville avenue, East Bt. 
Louis. He had for years kept a baker's 
shop and was well and favorably known. 

It is the supposition of the police that Bier- 
lein, awakening in an overwrought state, 
eagaeresed the consequences of his night’s 
frolic and foresaw his reputation might be 
ruined if it became known he had been 
drunk aud was locked up in a police sta- 
tion. He said nothing to the turnkey who 
saw him walking up and ddwn his cell at 6 
o’clock. But a few minutes later he must 
have concluded that death alone could wipe 
out his disgrace. 

The suicide was most deliberate and de- 

ned. The part of the handkerchief 
encircling Bierlein’s neck was fastened 
knot so that as the maf bore 
the weight of his head on the noose the 
fhhandkerchief tightened, going deeper and 
deeper into the flesh and closing the wind- 
so quickly that after the first shock 
erlein was unable to save himself, even 
he had so desired. 

Gallagher, who had been held on the com- 
plaint, wae transferred to the Fourth Dis- 
trict substation at 2 o'clock in the morning 
and thence to the holdover at 7 o'clock.

BELIEVE HE IS A VOODOO. 


Negro Prisoners Terrorized by a Man 
Who Has Cénvulsions. 


Negro jail prisoners are terrified since 
Adolph Schneider, white, was turned into 
the Dastile a few days ero. The negroes 
are firmly convinced that Schnelder is pos- 
sessed of an evil spirit. Young negroes say 
he is a “hoodoo,” while ante-bellum blacks 
speak of him as a “hant.”’ 

The excitement Schneider is causing is 
without premeditation or malice afore- 
though. He is subject to fits. He has been 
so afflicted for many years, Dut his malady 
has grown more severe since his incarcera- 
tion. The convulsions come more frequent- 
ly and are of longer duration. 

For half an hour Friday mornin 
Schneider writhed in torture. The ne ~~ 
coeeere—~ene they are numerous—crouched 

mn their cells like hunted beasts. Some of 
the more superstitious raised their hands 
in supplication and with upturned faces 
breathed voodoo prayers for deliverance. 

Dispensary doctors have given more than 
anaey acsention to Schneider, but his af- 
poten 60 Obstinate that it does not read- 

ly yield to medical treatment. He has been 
in jail once before and during his former in- 
carceration the same trouble was experi- 
enced. This tine Schneider is charged with 
petit larceny and his imprisonment will be 
of short duration. On the other occasion he 
was held for burglary. His affliction prob- 
yn! saved him from conviction. Certain it 

at it prevented grand-jury indictment. 
When the grand jury took up Schneider's 
case, he stated thet if he entered a house 
where he had no +}, he could not re- 
member it. He might have done so. he 
eaid, while in that dazed condition which 
ways precedes and follows a convulsion.

The purpose of M. Gallia’s visit to Tee | 
United States is twofold and with an uit | 
nffite object in view which may break down | 
the barrier of the French markets against 
American cattle and grain. It is in the 

interest of the Paris Exposition of 1900 ; 
that he is brought primarily to this coun- 

try, and at the same time he is furthering 
a plan for bringing about closer commer- 
cial relations between France and Amer- 
ica. His idea is the establishment of a 
permanent American exhibit in Paris, 
where Yankee inventions and manufactured 
products can always be displayed. 
M. Gallia’s especial object in visiting St. 
Louis is to lay before the brewers of this 
city a point they seem to have overlooked, 
namely the eagerness of the French people 
for American beer. 

Mr. Gallia arrived on this side of the 
Atiantic a little more-than a month ago, 
since when he has visited the Eastern cities 
in furtherance of this project. He came 
to St. Louis from Chicagd, where he en- 
rolled as indorsers of his plans such men 
as Ferd W. Peck, Cyrus H. McCormick, P. 
D. Armour, George F. Swift, William T. 
Baker and E. W. Mysenberg. 

The distinguished Frenchman will remain 
in St. Louis for several days. His mission | 
will take him as far west as San Francisco 
and it will be two months Defore he is 
ready to return with his report to the 
exposition officials. His permanent Ameri- 
can address is the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel, 
New York, where letters asking additional | 
information regarding exhibitors, space, 
etc., at the exposition, may be sent him. 


PLANS FOR A GOAL EXCHANEG. 


Believed That One Would Aid Both 
Dealer and Consumer. 


The movement to establish a coal ex- 
change in St. Louis is rapidly taking shape. 
Representatives of some of the largest 
firms handling the output of the Illinois 
mines are in favor of carrying out the idea 
originally advanced by John F. Chiley, 
sales agent of the Consolidated Coal Co. 
Next week the plan will be discussed at 
a meeting of the Coal Operators’ Protec- | 
tive Association, to be held in the Lucas | 
Building, Broadway and Olive street. 

Mr. Chiley wants an exchange which will 
be to the coal trade what the Merchante’ 
Exchange and the Cotton Exchange are to 
other lines. 

It will more closely resemble the Cotton | 
Exchange in that speculation will not ex | 
ter into its transactions. 
“The coal exchange,” said Mr Chiley, 
“would serve to better conditions both for 
the operator and the consumer. It would | 
be in no sense a speculative market. The | 
boards would show the supply and receipié | 
and shipments and prices made by differ- | 
ent dealers. This would relieve operators 
of the necessity of eeeking purchasers for | 
their surplus in the open market. . 
“If, for instance, the Consolidated Coal | 
Co. had 20 cars of coal on the tracks it) 
could post that fact on the boards of the 
exchange. Purchasers would know at once 
just how much coal was in the market, 
where it was located, who was holding it 
and the price asked. 

‘The ease with which holdings could thus 
be advertised would reduce: the expenses | 
of the large coal companies and shoul@ 
cheapen the cost of coal.”’
